A NEW post of ward matron 
will be introduced as part of 
a £700,000 staff restructure 
by the trust that runs 
Sandwell Hospital. 

The shake-up will create 
more than 15 new posts. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust is investing the money 
to improve nursing and lead¬ 
ership on its wards. 

The trust runs Sandwell, 
Rowley Regis and City Hos¬ 
pital in Birmingham and it 
hopes to implement the new 
staff structure by July. 

The new ward matron 
will combine the roles of 
matron and ward manager. 

Senior sisters and charge 
nurses will lead shifts and 
support ward matrons, and 
extra nurses will cover the 
time required to release 
senior nurses to manage and 
lead. 

A report on the plans, 
which have been approved 
by the trust board, states 
that the resources allocated 
for ward leadership time 
now, are inadequate. 

The new jobs will include 
five matrons and five staff 
nurses. 

Rachel Overfield, chief 
nurse at the trust, said: 
“Our plans to increase nurse 
leadership on the wards give 
us an opportunity to get our 
very best and most experi¬ 
enced nurses back at the 
bedside.” 

Date set for 
St George 

NEXT year’s Sandwell St 
George’s Day parade will be 
on April 21 in West 
Bromwich. 

At this year’s event which 
attracted thousands of 
people, more than £1,000 
was raised towards staging 
the 2013 parade. 

Organisers have launched 
a fundraising drive to raise 
the £10,000 needed for the 
march. Spokesman Mark 
Cowles said that covered the 
costs of the stewards, road 
closures, insurances, and 
the band.

Church building ransacked by thieves

THIS was the devastating 
mess left behind by vandals 
who broke in to a West 
Bromwich church. 

The yobs struck at Centre- 
point Christian Church in 
Carters Green. 

They ransacked the prem¬ 
ises and stole computers, 
other electrical items and an 
electronic drum kit, all 
worth thousands of pounds. 
They set off fire extinguish¬ 
ers and turned off freezers. 
The mess was so bad that a 
Saturday night soup kitchen 
for homeless people could 
not be held. 

Pastor David Marsh said: 
“They set off three fire 
extinguishers, so there was 
this yellow powder every¬ 
where. We had to wear 
masks to clear it up.” 

Food for the soup kitchen 
was contaminated and had 
to be thrown away. 

Inspector Akeel Najib of 
West Bromwich police said: 
“We were made aware of the 
burglary on Saturday 
morning, and police are 
investigating. 

“We are working our way 
through CCTV footage, and 
we hope to identify the cul¬ 
prits.” 

Forensic officers have also 
been examining the scene. 

Insp Najib added: “We 
have stepped up patrols in 
the area and we are making 
door-to-door inquiries to see 
if any residents heard or saw 
anything.” 

Anyone with information 
about the incident last 
Friday is urged to call police 
on the non-emergency 
number, 101. 


A PLAN to give Rowley 
Regis crematorium a 
£1.36million facelift has 
been approved by Sandwell 
Council. 

The refurbishment will 
create a larger chapel with 
more space for mourners, a 
new waiting room, better 
parking facilities and a 
covered area for families to 
view floral tributes. 

Work is to begin later this 
year and will be completed in 
2013. 

The crematorium chapel in 
Powke Lane opened in 1962 
inside the original cemetery 
chapel, which was built in 
1921. 

Registration services 
manager Brendan Day said: 
“We’ve talked to mourners, 
funeral directors and reli¬ 
gious leaders and though 
they say we provide an excel¬ 
lent service, they believe the 
crematorium is out of date. 
“There’s not much room in 
the chapel, so mourners 
often have to stand outside 
during a service, and we 
don’t have enough car 
parking spaces. 

“We hold 900 services at 
Rowley Regis Crematorium 
each year, and we want to be 
able to provide the best pos¬ 
sible service for the 
bereaved.” 

Local funeral director Peter 
Gaunt said: “The moderni¬ 
sation of Rowley Regis cre¬ 
matorium is wonderful news 
for our local families.” 

Success in 
crime fight 

CRIME in West Bromwich 
fell in April by almost 30 per 
cent compared to last year, 
new figures show. 

Over the month there 
were 146 fewer victims of 
crime than in the same 
period in 2011. Burglaries 
were down nearly 60 per cent, 
and robberies decreased by 
more than a third. 

Inspector Akeel Najib 
said: “We are managing 
despite people being con¬ 
cerned about the number of 
police officers.” 
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Escape probe results stay under wraps 


A SECURITY review into the escape 
of fugitive murder suspect John 
Anslow has been completed, but the 
results will not be made public. 

Justice Secretary Kenneth Clarke 
called for the review after 31-year- 
old Anslow, from Tipton, was sprung 
from a prison van when it was 
ambushed by armed men on the way 
to Stafford Crown Court. 

He is accused of the murder of 


Staffordshire businessman Richard 
Deakin and has been at large for 
more than two months. 

The Ministry of Justice says an 
internal inquiry into security 
arrangements prior to the escape 
has been finished, but its findings 
will not be released to the public. 

A spokeswoman said: “An internal 
inquiry has been concluded, and 
lessons will be learnt. This was con¬ 


ducted at no additional expense to 
the taxpayer. This is subject to a 
police investigation, so we cannot 
comment further. At present, there 
are no plans to release the full 
report.” 

Detectives are investigating 
reported sightings of Anslow in 
Spain and also tip-offs that he could 
be somewhere nearer his Tipton 
home. 


He is accused of killing Mr 
Deakin, from Chasetown, Cannock. 
The father of two, who ran a Walsall 
skip hire firm, was shot dead in July 
2010. Four other men from Wolver¬ 
hampton have also been charged 
with murder. 

A £10,000 reward is on offer for 
anyone providing information 
leading to Anslow’s arrest and 
return to prison.

Grant joy 
for park's 
group of 
supporters 

A PARK friends group is cel¬ 
ebrating after being 
awarded a £1,000 grant for 
its sensory garden. The 
Friends of Dartmouth Park 
in West Bromwich has 
already been given a £4,500 
grant for the project. 

That cash came from envi¬ 
ronmental regeneration 
charity Groundwork. Now 
the group has won £1,000 
from Sandwell Council’s 
Great Ideas Fund. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, 
authority leader, wrote to 
the group saying he was 
“impressed with the energy 
and commitment shown by 
members of local commu¬ 
nity organisations”. 

Treasurer of the group 
Annette Welch said the 
money would help pay for 
signage and bulbs for chil¬ 
dren to plant. 

The Groundwork grant 
money is meanwhile being 
used to pay for a soundscape 
addition to the garden which 
will be built in the Lloyd 
Street park. 

It will enable visually 
impaired people to hear, as 
well as touch and smell the 
garden. 

The group is still hoping 
for a further £22,500. 


The school is also looking 
at introducing a fixed Easter 
holiday, as well as closing its 
kitchen to create more space 
for younger children. 

Parents have reacted furi¬ 
ously to the proposals, 
raising concerns children 
will miss out on holiday 
clubs if their break does not 
coincide with other schools. 

The school opened as an 
academy two weeks ago and 
bosses have the power to 
determine their own term 
dates. 

A letter to parents from 
chair of governors Phil Grif¬ 
fiths and head Andrew 
Kirby, said the year would 
start mid-September 
instead of the first week of 
the month. 

Childcare 

“This is because a signifi¬ 
cant number of children are 
absent at the start of the 
new school year taking their 
family holiday,” it said. 

The school also wants to 
introduce a fixed Easter 
holiday incorporating Good 
Friday and Easter Monday 
so it can set even term dates. 

Scrapping the school 
kitchen would make way for 
a new early year’s unit with 
more space for reception age 
children. The school is 
looking at other options for 
school dinners including a 
meals on wheels service. 

But parents have 
launched a petition and 
expressed anger at a 
meeting. 

One parent, Gail Ebanks, 
who has twin boys at the 
school, said she would not be 
able to afford the childcare. 
She said: “If the holidays 
change, I will have to give up 
work. ”

Charge on 
foreign 
lorries is 
welcomed 

THE Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce has 
welcomed a plan to charge 
foreign lorry drivers to use 
UK roads but is urging that 
the extra income is invested 
to make journeys smoother. 

“Decades of under-invest¬ 
ment means that connectiv¬ 
ity, journey time and 
reliability are major prob¬ 
lems for the Black Country 
and wider West Midlands,” 
said the chamber’s trans¬ 
port group chairman Colin 
Leighfield. 

The Government pro¬ 
poses to charge foreign reg¬ 
istered vehicles of 12 tonnes 
and over to use all categories 
of road. 

UK lorries pay charges or 
tolls in other countries but 
foreign drivers pay nothing 
to use this country’s 
network. 

Mr Leighfield said: 
“Through taxation UK 
drivers are responsible for 
funding road maintenance. 
Foreign drivers do not con¬ 
tribute, or compensate for 
the burden they impose on 
our roads. 

“For years, the businesses 
and haulage firms have 
urged the Government to 
address this inconsistency, 
which has ensured that the 
UK is a more expensive and 
less competitive country to 
locate a company if you rely 
on HGVs to deliver your 
products.”

John Malcolm, founder and chairman, 
started the business in Wolverhampton in 
1946. It later moved to Coventry before 


returning to the Black Country at the end of 
the 1990s.

He said it was very fitting to bring the 
Sunbeam to the Made in the Midlands 2012 
show to celebrate the quality of British 
manufacturing.

Its collection of Black 
Country-made cars includes two Sun¬ 
beams, a Bean coupe made in Tipton, and a 
Sunbeam motorcycle. 


The skills of the Malcolm’s team have 
enabled John Malcolm and the company to 
restore the vehicles to their original condi¬ 
tion. 

The Sunbeam coupe was made at 
Sunbeam’s plant in Wolverhampton during 
1933 and 1934 with 98 completed in two dif¬ 
ferent forms. 

The running chassis version sold for £500 
and the close-coupled two-door saloon for 
£745. 

More than 500 manufacturing companies 
took part in the one-day exhibition last 
week.

Nappies will be recycled at 
West Bromwich’s Knowaste 
Ltd and there will also be 
weekly battery collections 
and collections of small elec¬ 
trical items.

“We are pleased the 
coroner’s inquiry has 
answered some of our ques¬ 
tions as to what happened on 
the day my father died doing 
the job he loved. He was a 
loving and caring father and 
husband and our lives have 
been shattered.” 

Graham Brown, chairman 
of C Brown and Sons said: 
“Our thoughts are with the 
family and friends of Wilf 
Williams. Wilf was a valued, 
respected and much loved 
friend and colleague, and is 
greatly missed.”

AN office building in West 
Bromwich will be partly demol¬ 
ished under a scheme which 
will see it become home to a 
new charity. 

Sandwell Mind is moving into Water¬ 
side House, Charles Street, with around 
80 staff. 

The building used to be occupied by 
Greets Green Community Enterprises 
and was owned by Sandwell Council. 

Last month the authority approved 
plans to sell the vacant office block to the 
mental health charity.

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School is inadequate 
says inspection team

A ROLL of honour has been launched 
by Sandwell town crier Adrian 
Holmes, heralding exceptional work 
by hospital staff who have won praise 
from patients. 

Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust created the roll to honour staff 
and the first six individuals and teams 
have been recorded. Their names 
were announced by Mr Holmes at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. They 


were chosen from staff mentioned in 
thank-you letters received by the hos¬ 
pital. 

Chief Executive Paula Clark said 
those on the list were a “fabulous 
bunch”. Among them was Liz Hill, 38, 
from Kingswinford, a ward clerk on 
B2 , who often literally goes an extra 
mile by cycling to return possessions 
left behind by patients. 


A SMETHWICK primary school 
is in special measures after a 
critical report from Ofsted 
inspectors. 

Galton Valley Primary was given an 
overall rating of inadequate - the lowest 
rating. 

The achievement of pupils, quality of 
teaching and leadership and manage¬ 
ment were individually branded with 
the same grade. The behaviour and 
safety of pupils was rated as satisfactory. 
In 2009 the school received an overall 
rating of good. 

Being in special measures means the 
school will have regular inspections at 
short notice to monitor improvement. 

Performance 

Senior managers and teaching staff 
could be dismissed and school governors 
replaced. If poor performance continues, 
the Brasshouse Lane school could be 
closed. 

Head Sarah O’Boyle said: “As the new 
Headteacher I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed with Ofsted’s rating. However, 
we already have an action plan in place 
to put things right as quickly as we can. 

“We have the staff and resources to 
achieve this, and our pupils are eager to 
learn. We are working closely with the 
local authority to ensure rapid improve¬ 
ments. ” 

The Ofsted report said the school was 
a harmonious, calm and safe place for 
pupils and it stressed that the head¬ 
teacher was “eager to secure rapid 
improvement”. 

Planning on unity 

SANDWELL, Dudley, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton councils will handle 
planning applications in the same way in 
a move to make the region more attrac¬ 
tive to investors. They have drawn up an 
agreement and are seeking opinions.

Wednesbury steelworks 
have been installed on the 
site of a new £2.5 million pub 
in the town. 

The historic FH Lloyd & 
Co Ltd’s gates are being 
installed as part of The 
Chestnut Tree pub scheme 
on the Gallagher Retail 
Park. 

The development is being 
built by brewers Marstons 
and will create 50 jobs. 

Building work is progress¬ 
ing on the scheme, close to 
Ikea and junction nine of the 
M6, which will be officially 
opened on June 11. 

FH Lloyd steelworks, 
which was based on the 
current Ikea store at the 
park, provided employment 
for thousands of people 
between 1879 and 1983. 

The gates feature the 
firm’s familiar FHL logo and 
green colour scheme. 

Wednesbury Councillor 
Elaine Costigan said: 
“Seeing them at the site is 
wonderful and people who 
come to the area they will be 
able to find out a bit about 
the history.” 


Loss-making gyms to be sold 


THE Fitness First gym 
company which has premises 
in Wednesbury is to sell 50 
loss-making sites in the UK. 

The firm has struck a deal with its 
lenders to wipe out debts of £565 
million. 

It is the largest health club group in 
the world with bases in Brierley Hill, 
Cannock, Kidderminster, Walsall Wood 
and Wolverhampton in the region. 
Distress debt investment funds 


Oaktree Capital Management and 
Marathon have taken up almost 80 per 
cent of Fitness First’s debt in return 
for an equity stake in the company. 

They are discussing injecting £100m 
to help restore the company’s fortunes. 

Fitness First, was formed in 1993. It 
has 142 gyms and employs 1,000 in the 
UK. It has 13,000 staff at 437 gyms 
worldwide and 1.2 million members. 

The company, which is owned by BC 
Capital Partners, is also considering a 
legal mechanism to cut rental pay¬ 


ments if it fails to find buyers for its 
gyms, which have been hit by the fall in 
consumer spending and the rise in pop¬ 
ularity of low-cost gyms. 

Fitness First gyms which are not 
sold could face closure. 

The £100m capital injection is 
expected to be used to expand the 
company’s presence in Asia, where 
trading remains healthy. BC Partners 
bought Fitness First from Cinven, 
another private equity firm, for £835m 
in 2005.

Surveyors to assess town dilapidation 


SURVEYORS are being brought in by 
Sandwell Council to judge the extent of 
dilapidations in Wednesbury. 

It is not being revealed which proper¬ 
ties will be assessed. But the experts will 
provide a cost of any repairs to the 
authority and how much it would cost to 


serve Section 146 notices on private 
properties, forcing their owners to clean 
them up. 

Council chiefs also want to know an 
hourly rate for the surveyors to attend 
court hearings if so required. 


A HOMEOWNER in Tividale 
is refusing to pay fees to a 
company which is supposed 
to maintain land near his 
home, and is urging others 
to take a similar stand. 

Andrew Lane, of Viewpoint on the 
Oakham Park development, said the 
maintenance work at the former 
Darby’s Hill Quarry was infrequent 
and shoddy. 

Mr Lane, who bought his home 
with wife Joanne in 2001, said the 
site went downhill when mainte¬ 
nance company Greenbelt took over 
the land in 2006. 

He said each householder paid 
about £100 a year for maintenance, 
but the work was not done. He said 
the grass was rarely cut, and when it 
was, it was done badly. He added 
there was rubble on the site, and it 
was plagued by fly-tippers. 

Petition 

Mr Lane, aged 44, said he would 
not pay the maintenance fee. He is 
organising a protest petition. 

John Beveridge, of Greenbelt, said 
there was one disaffected customer. 

He added: “Our contractor com¬ 
menced our summer maintenance 
programme on April 18 and will visit 
the development approximately 
every two weeks right through to 
October. 

“Our schedule includes regular 
grass cutting, weeding, and litter 
picking. The area has a history of fly¬ 
tipping, but we liaise with the local 
authority to try and minimise this. 

“We have only received two cus¬ 
tomer care issues this year, five in 
2011, three of which were about fly- 
tipping, and one in 2010. We are con¬ 
fident that the development is being 
properly maintained.”

What is the appeal descending 
underground to crawl through 
mud in the dark and damp? 

REBECCA CARR dons her lamp 
and hard hat to find out 


WHY would anyone want to 
go caving? Not even Glaston¬ 
bury could prepare me for 
how muddy I would get. 

You spend hours squeezing through 
tight spaces, climbing up slippery 
uneven surfaces and crawling through 
icy water. It’s cold, dark and damp. 

On a bright sunny morning in South 
Wales, I took the plunge into darkness 
with Dudley Caving Club and crawled 
my way into Ogof Craig A Ffynnon to 
find out. 

After a short scramble, the cave 
opened up into a small cavern full of 
“straw” stalactites suspended from the 
ceiling. 

This was my first insight into the 
spectacular world underground. By the 
time we reached the grandest chamber, 
aptly named The Hall of the Mountain 
King, I had forgotten the claustropho¬ 
bic crawls we had achieved to get there. 

It looked like a film set, more Lord of 
the Rings than the 2005 caving-based 
horror film The Descent. 

The five-metre stalactites and 
matching stalagmites were enough to 
understand why people spend week¬ 
ends in caves rather than in gardens. 

Chairman of Dudley Caving Club, 
Keith Edwards, said: “It still amazes 
me when we crawl through, and it 
opens up into somewhere like the Hall 
of the Mountain King.” 

I was relieved to have the help of 
fellow novice, Chloe Burney, a vet 
working in Sedgley. Her reason for 
joining Dudley Caving Club was that 


she wanted to do something that 
scared her after feeling unimpressed 
by a tandem skydive. 

She said: “I’m not the most natural 
caver but I think my enthusiasm 
counts. My friends don’t understand 
why I would choose to go caving.” 

One caver, Jess Harding, said she 
knew one friend who started caving 
after watching The Descent. 

Managed 

It has created a bad reputation for 
the hobby and many people warned me 
not to see it before my adventure. To 
put people’s minds at rest, there’s 
nothing down there, except for a small 
bat. 

With a little help and an extra ladder 
for the beginners, I managed all of the 
tunnels and climbs. The boulder 
choke - a corkscrew tunnel - proved 


challenging with a scary head-first 
decent on the way back out. Mark 
Burkey was thrilled that his new diet 
allowed him to make the final squeeze 
before we headed back to the sunshine. 

The smell of fresh air at the surface 
was a welcome relief after four hours in 
the caves. 

It could have been an ordeal, but the 
friendly team of cavers made the whole 
experience rewarding and even fun. 

The bruises, aches and pains just act 
as proof that I survived. 

Caving is a hobby that you would 
either love or hate, but it is definitely 
worth having a go to find out.

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Roundabout etiquette 
cuts risk of crashing 


By Caroline Holmes 


1AM 
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THE HUMBLE roundabout, 
first introduced as a simple 
traffic calming measure, is 
now as much a feature of our 
roads as potholes and traffic 
jams. 

But we’re still not used to them. 
Last year there were almost 30,000 
injury-causing accidents at round¬ 
abouts. 

When approaching roundabouts, 
advanced drivers think ‘IPSGA’ - 
information, position, speed, gears, 
acceleration - the stages you should 
use to deal with any junction, bend or 
hazard. 

Bear these stages in mind when you 
approach a roundabout and you will 
reduce the risk of an accident. 

At roundabouts, it is useful to con¬ 
sider the whole thing as one manoeu¬ 
vre - that way you have a plan about 
which lane to be in, when to move into 
that lane, and what signals you expect 
to use. But you must be prepared to be 
flexible depending on the traffic. 

Information 

Look well ahead; check your 
mirrors so that you can identify any 
emerging problems well before you 
get there, and make sure you know 
who is behind and to either side of you. 
Signal in plenty of time. If there is 
nothing in front of you, try and iden¬ 
tify a gap in the traffic before you 
reach the junction. If you have at least 
one car in front of you, keep your 
attention on that vehicle until it’s 
your turn. 

Looking for gaps in the traffic 



Prepare a roundabout plan long before you reach the junction 


encourages you to move forward to 
catch the gap you would have gone for, 
sometimes forgetting the vehicle 
stopped in front of you. 

Position 

Choose your lane on the approach, 
according to which exit you’re taking. 
As a general rule use the left-hand 
lane if you’re taking a turning before 
12 o’clock, or going straight on, and 
use the right-hand lane if your exit is 
between 12 and six o’clock. Watch for 
any road markings guiding you, par¬ 
ticularly when lane discipline is con¬ 
fusing, and try to give other vehicles 
enough space. 

Speed 

Slow down smoothly to a speed 
that’s appropriate for the junction. If 
you can see the roundabout is clear, 
choose a speed that is suitable for 
going around the roundabout, but 
always be prepared to stop. 


Gears 

Once you’re at the right speed, 
select the correct gear. If you are 
reducing speed a lot, or coming to a 
halt, it is perfectly acceptable to block 
change down the gears in one go, for 
example by going from fourth to 
neutral. Adjust your speed early so 
that you have time to separate chang¬ 
ing speed from changing gear. 

Accelerate 

At a roundabout choose a gap in the 
traffic and accelerate smoothly into it 
- the same applies to any other junc¬ 
tion. Gently accelerating through a 
corner balances the car, so keep the 
power on as you go through the junc¬ 
tion. 

To avoid being rear-ended by 
another vehicle, brake early, and keep 
your foot lightly on the foot brake 
while stationary, to alert drivers 
approaching from behind.

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80 years 
of safety 
is a Gem 
of driving 

ROAD safety organisation and breakdown 
cover provider GEM Motoring Assist is cele¬ 
brating its 80 th anniversary and 80 years of 
road safety campaigning. 

Formed in 1932 to champion 
road safety, GEM now supports 
conferences, award schemes and 
research. GEM continues to 
back national and local road 
safety campaigns, donating 
equipment for training, assess¬ 
ment and vision screening, and 
producing free motoring advice 
and road safety leaflets and 
videos. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams said: “The legend has 
it that our founder was involved 
in a ‘near miss’ with a young 
man in a sports car in 1932 and 
in response, a group of friends 
formed a club to encourage 
Care, Courtesy and Concentra¬ 
tion on the roads, to reduce the 
growing accident toll ... and so 
the Company of Veteran 
Motorists was born. 

“There have been many motoring changes in our 80 years 
and we have played our part. From drink-driving and 
motorway speed limits to lighter evenings and driving with 
pets, we have moved with the times, but our aim is still the 
same: to keep motorists as safe as possible on the road.” 

To mark the occasion, GEM has found vintage cars, one 
from each of the last eight decades and will take them for a 
drive around the Newhouse Estate in Wiltshire. An article 
about the drive will appear in the next issue of GEM’s mag¬ 
azine Good Motoring. The piece will look at road safety facts 
and figures from the past 80 years. 

“It is really interesting to see in which decade new laws 
were introduced to make the roads safer for drivers and 
reduce accident rates,” Mr Williams said. “For example, in 
1958 Volvo was the first to introduce the seatbelt, but it 
wasn’t until 1983 that it became compulsory to wear one in 
the UK when in the front seat; something which is second 
nature to us these days.” 

Road safety history: 

1932 The Company of Veteran Motorists is founded, a 
year after the publication of the first Highway Code. 

1934 A 30mph limit is imposed in built-up areas. Zebra 
crossings are introduced. New drivers have to pass a test. 

1935 There are 35 million vehicles on the world’s roads. 
A 30mph speed limit is introduced for towns and villages. 

1939 Petrol rationing is introduced, allowing each 
motorist about 200 miles of motoring per month. 

1942 Theodore Porter from Clevedon in Somerset, joins 
the Company of Veteran Motorists. Seventy years later, at 
98, he is GEM’s longest-serving member. 

1950 The British government ends petrol rationing. 

1958 Volvo introduces the seatbelt. 

1959 The Ml ‘London to Birmingham’ motorway, the 
UK’s first is opened. 

1961 The ‘MOT’ is introduced for cars over 10 years old. 

1965 The Government introduces a 70mph maximum 
speed as a ‘four month experiment’. 

1967 The breathalyser is introduced. All cars sold in 
Britain must now be fitted with front seatbelts. 

1973 Motorists queue for petrol and speeds are restricted 
to 50mph to conserve national stocks and consumption. 

1978 The Mercedes Benz S-class becomes the first pro¬ 
duction car with ABS. 

1981 The Mercedes Benz S-class gets a driver airbag. 

1983 Front seatbelt use becomes compulsory in the UK. 

1986 The first speed camera was introduced, in Texas. 

1987 All new cars sold in the UK must now be fitted with 
rear seatbelts. 

1994 European crash test standards, later to become 
EuroNCAF; begin. 

2002 Finnish sausage heir Jussi Salonaja was caught 
driving at 50mph in a 25 zone. He gets a salary-based fine 
of more than £120,000. 

2003 It becomes illegal to use a hand-held mobile phone 
while driving. 

2010 A Swedish driver is detected at 180mph by a camera 
in Switzerland, leading to a fine of £538,000.

WEDNESBURY ABC’s Jack Wood went 
down fighting to world champion Pat 
McCormack in the quarter-finals of the 
junior ABA championships.

Portman's contest with

ROY'S READY FOR 
ALL THE PRESSURE 


ENGLAND boss Roy Hodgson insists he will 
not be caught by surprise by the massive 
expectation that comes with his new job. 

Many pundits have branded being in charge of the Three 
Lions an impossible task. Hodgson clearly does not think so 
after signing a four-year contract to replace Fabio Capello. 

It is a fair bet the scrutiny will be more intense than he is 
used to, with only two spells at Inter Milan and that ill-fated 
stint at Liverpool to compare. 


But Hodgson remains 
calm. And is ready for what¬ 
ever is thrown at him. 

“I realise what I’m going 
into,” he said. 

“I’m not naive and have 
been in football a long while. 

“We’re dealing with enor¬ 
mous expectations.” 

In addition, Hodgson has 
to cope with the knowledge 
that he is not the people’s 
choice. 

That honour belonged to 
Harry Redknapp, who 
remained overwhelming 
favourite before the FA con¬ 
firmed that Albion had 
granted them permission to 
speak with Hodgson on 
Sunday evening. 

FA chairman David Bern¬ 
stein refused to discuss the 
reasons why Redknapp was 
ignored, Hodgson knows he 
cannot escape the compar¬ 
isons, a situation uncomfort¬ 
ably similar to the one he 
encountered at Liverpool, 
where the spectre of Kenny 
Dalglish hung over him for 
his six months in charge. 

“I’d have to be on another 
planet not to be aware of the 
situation,” he said. 

“But there is one major 
difference between my time 
at Liverpool and being 
offered the job as England 
manager. 

“The people who 
appointed me at Liverpool 
didn’t have a chance to stay 
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very long and others took 
over the club. 

“The FA had a lot of time 
to decide which candidate 
they wanted to do the job, 
and I’m happy it was me.” 

Albion are already search¬ 
ing for Hodgson’s successor 
even though England’s new 
head coach will remain in 
charge for the final two 
games of the domestic 
season. 

Former Charlton and 
Baggies boss Alan Curbish- 
ley has emerged as an early 
favourite with the bookmak¬ 
ers to replace Hodgson, who 
has signed a four-year con¬ 
tract with the Football Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Current Birmingham boss 
Chris Hughton is also 
believed to be a leading can¬ 
didate although club chair¬ 
man Jeremy Peace admits 
Hodgson will be “a tough act 
to follow” after a successful 
15-month spell. 

Peace said: “The board 
will now concentrate on the 
important task of appoint¬ 
ing a new head coach to con¬ 
tinue our project as we 
prepare for a third succes¬ 
sive season in the Barclays 
Premier League. 

“We did not want Roy to 
leave and he will be a tough 
act to follow.”
